The first, and perhaps most 
important of the complaints of manufac- 
turers, and the one for which there does 
not seem to be any adequate remedy in 
sight, is the matter of railroad freight 
transportation, The railroad companies, 
notwithstanding the fact that they have 
had several years’ warning of the growth 
and expansion of business, have allowed 
things to drift along in old-established 
ruts, and some of them, at least, do not 
seem to know how to get out of them. 
There is no doubt but that many of the 
railroads have outstanding all the bonds 
and stocks that their properties will bear, 
and now, with their equipment worn out 
amd terminal facilities inadequate, they 
find themselves unable to handle this in- 
creased and increasing business, and have 
nothing upon which they can raise the 
large amount of money hecessary to re 
new and add to their facilities for hand- 
ling freight. The shortage of cars is or 
has been the standing excuse of nearly all 
the railroad companies, but when inter 
ested parties made a tour of inspection 
and found hundreds of empty cars with 
rusty wheels on side-tracks, the excuse 
wis changed to shortage of motive power. 
Ilowever, no matter what the excuse, the 
fuct remains that transportation facilities 
have not kept pace with the increase and 
growth of the manufacturing and merean 
tile business. When it takes four to six 
is frequently happens, to move a 
earload of freight 200 miles, it makes it 
very hard to do a satisfactory manufae- 
turing business, 

“Another complaint frequently heard is 
the shortage of certain kinds of material, 
notably structural steel, pig-iron and coke, 


There are always good reasons for hesi-

American Ideas in the Lead. 

Wim. Lodge, president the Lodge &

Ohio: “Conditions at present all point to 
a very healthy demand and a continuance 
of the present business for some time to 
come, and for the following reasons: The 
rolling stock and general equipment of all 
the railroads is badly run down, and there 
is an absolute and immediate necessity fot 
replacing worn-out rolling stock and sup 
plying a suflicient amount of new to meet 
the requirements. I heard it stated in 
this city recently that some of the manu 
facturers had goods piled up ready for 
shipment to such an extent that they were 
obliged to stop their factories, because the 
riilroads could not move the goods. The 
umount of acceleration in the machine 
trade existing today comes about for an 
other reason. The demnd for electrical 
equipments of all descriptions is enor 
mous, the machine-shop owner of today 
being quite willing to spend double for his 
mypuipment in order to have it electrically 
driven. A few years ago that would not 
have been considered at all, but the ad 
vantages of electrical driving are so ap 
parent and permits such an easy rear 
rangement of machines in any position, 
and almost any distance, that it has be 
come as much a necessity as our daily 
bread We see nothing in the way of a 
CONTINUANCE for years to come, ye rhaps 
not in as great a quantity, but as a steady

Cycles of Prosperity and Adversity. 

John T, Stone, president Maryland Cas 
ualty Co., Baltimore, Md.: “It is axiom 
atic that prosperity and adversity run in 
cycles, They succeed each other with 
more or less regularity The prosperous 
condition which we are at present enjoy- 
ing has been with us for a longer period 
than prior experience would have led us 
to hope for. It is often said, in discussing 
this matter among business men at the 
present time, that because it has lasted 
longer and because it cannot last forever 
the end must be apporaching and the 
period of adversity about to replace that 
of prosperity. This opinion certainly has 
back of it the teachings of the past. On 
the other hand, I believe most all obser 
vers of actual conditions are practically 
agreed that, search as we may, there does 
not seem to be any evidence in present or 
anticipated conditions to justify such fore 
bodings. So far as the business of this 
company is concerned, there is nothing to 
indicate the proximity of dull times. Our 
business, particularly our liability insur 
ance department, not only brings us into 
close touch with almost every class of in- 
dustrial activity, but is most intimately 
dependent upon such activity Our lia 
Lility policies are based upon the pay 
roll expenditure of our policy-holders, We 
therefore have a fairly good barometer of 
business conditions.
